Montreal.—The Quebec Provincial 
elections resulted in the return of the 
Gouin Government by practically the 
same majority which it had in the 
last house. 

By the redistribution act, passed at 
the last session of the legislature, sev- 
en new‘seats were added, and while 
the opposition captured two of these 
it lost two others, thus making the 
gross gain in .he Liberal majority in 
the new house seven. 

The members of the cabinet were 
rejected, the only one to suffer defeat 
being the Hon. Charles Devlin in Te- 
miskamingue. Mr. Devlin was, how- 
ever, successful in Nicolet county. 

Premier Gouin was elected by a 
large majority in both Port Neuf and 
St. John’s. 


Mr. Tellier, opposition leader, was | 


Teelected in Joliette, but two of his 
leading lieutenants, Armand Lavergne 
and Jules Provost, both of whom ran 


in two counties, suffered defeat in one, | 


Mr. Lavergne winning in Montmagny 


and losing in Montmoreucy, anu Mi. ! 


Prevost suffering defeat in L’Assomp- 
tion and winning in Terre Bonne. 

But little interest was manifested in 
the elections, the indifference once 
Amounting to apathy in the English 
districts of Montreal. 

The Government appealed to the 
people on its good record, while the 
opposition charged it with extrava- 
gance, citing the erection of a $3,000,- 
000 gaol and $600,000 technical school 
in Montreal as examples, and con- 
tended that the money could have 
been better spent in advancing the 
interests of primary education in the 
rural districts of the province, 

Good roads also figured, the Gov- 
ernment relying upon its programme 
and the oppesition contending that the 


money could be spent to better advan- 


tage, alleging that ‘the Government's 
policy tended to favor those roads 
which would be largely used by auto- 
mobiles to the neglect of those which 
were of great value to the farmers.

There are 19 strikes reported to the 
department of labor in April, being 
five more than in March and five more 
than in April last year. 

About 50 firms and 6,000 employees 
were involved, the loss of time being 
estimated as in the neighborhood of 
150,000 working days.

CHRISTIAN X. 18 PROCLAIMED 
KING OF DENMARK 


Body of the Late King Will Lie in 
State at Christlanborg Palace Until 
May 24th. — Eloquent Tributes 
Paid to the Memory of the Dead 
Monarch. 


Copenhagen.—The body of King 
Frederick VIII will Ife in state in 
the Chapel of Christianborg Palace, 
where hundreds of wreaths have al- 
ready arrived. The funeral will 
take place on May 24, the services be- 
ing conducted in the Cathedral at 
Roskilde, which is 19 miles from Co- 
penhagen. The cathedral contains 
the tombs contain ffl ,.: shrdlu emfw 
the tombs of most of the Danish 
kings. All the theatres in Copen- 
hagen have been closed for three 
days and on all sides buildings are 
being draped with mourning. 

The proclamation of King Christ- 
fan X. took place in the space in 
front of the palace which was so 
lerowded that many of the _ people 
were crushed, while others fainted. 

The premier, promptly at three o’ 
clock, appeared on the balcony of the 
‘palace and announced the death of 
| King Frederick. He then proclaim: 
ed Christian X. his successor, wish- 
ling the new king a long life.

{Royal Guard, stepped on to the bal- 
|cony. In a brief speech, he pald a

The essential thing is a right relation 
to God, who is the God of truth (lsa, 
ixv, 16), whose throne is heaven, Hig 
footstool the earth and Jerusalem His 
special city, the city of the great 
King. That title makes us think of 
Mal, 1, 12-24, where He complains of 
the deceit of His people in bringing 
Him offerings they would not bring 
to an earthly ruler, and he said, “I am 
ao great King * * * and my name is 
dreadful among the nations.” In Mak 
li, 1, 2, He said that there would be 
curse if they did not lay it to hear 
to give glory to His name, Some 
times men are so honored by other 
that ft {s said of such a one, “That 
man’s word {8 as good as his bond. 
How much more should the word of 
God suffice as the firmest possible 
foundation on which to rest, “Fo 
ever, O Lord, thy word is settled i 
heaven.” “Hath He said and shal 
He not do it?” “The Lord of Hostd 
hath sworn, saying, Surely as I hav 
thought so shall it come to pass, ang 
as I have purposed so shall it stand 
(Ps. cxix, 89; Num, xxiii, 19; Isa. xiv, 
24). The more we meditate upon Him 
and upon such words concerning Him 
the more we shall become like Him 
in word and deed. Beholding as in 
a glass the glory of the Lord, we shall 
be changed into the same Image frony 
glory to glory as by the Spirit of the 
Lord .(1I. Cor, fii, 18), and thus be 
more manifestly children of our Fath 
er who is in heaven.
